of the Sun, when [ conſidered with my ſelf the dire and fearful 

accidents which may happen unto this Nation , it ſtruck me 

with aſtoniſhment; yet to give the world fatisfation , I 
thought good to write (asneerasI1 can ) the true d+ſcription of this 
grand Eclipſe, You have heard of that remarkable dark Satwurday , 
which was on the 25. of Febtuary, 1598, *twas much about the fame 
time of the day that this happens with us in 1652. though many re- 
member that, yet I am confident not any man living ever ſaw a greater 
then this, 

And we may well call it Black: Munday. Firſt, in regard it hapneth 
upon a Munday. Secondly, in regard of the eff: Qs it bringeth along 
with it: for this diſmall day ( wherein the Sun ſhall ſuffer a totail E- 
cliple to our imagination ) fo dark and terrible it will be, that the Stars 
will be ſeen at noon day, It ſhall happen on the 29. day of March next, 
beginning at eight of theclock, and indure vill after eleven. 

Now lIhave (hewed you the time, give me leave to tell you of the 
ſfadevents that come thereby: it is the Precurfor of great calamitics 
and miſchiefs that ſhall _— co the people and places concerned in it, 
eſpecially all Exrope, and more particularly England ; this Eclipſe 
falls out in the fiery triplicity in e Fries, ( the aſcendent of England } 
and the very degree of his Exaltation , Mars having principal} govern- 
ment and dominion there, and in the Angle following che Eclipſe, 
and {ors Lord thereof, ſo that the effeAs mult neceſſarily be of his 
quality (ev ) CMars being an enemy to mankind, and to all thungs 
that arc good : it is the terribleſt Ecclipſe that hath been ſeen in our 
daies ; yea it will be a greater then that ominous Eclipſe of the _=_

d Ki conſideration this notable Eclipſe, which will be

that wil fa! outin the year 1654-howbeir never ſince the eldeſt man born 
did there appear ewo ſuch Eclipſes in England in ſo ſhorta time ; and 
as they are great and terrible, ſo it is as miraculous an Eclipſe, as thar 
was at the time of our Saviowrs Paſſion , for that in many remarkable 
reſpeRs roo ſadly agrees with this; and caſt back your cys upon the 
Scripture, how diſmall a ſight was there , when there was darkneſſe on all 
the Land, from the ſixth boxy till the ninth, and the V aile of the Temple was 
rent in twain, and what horrid calamities hapned to the Jews after char? 
how were they deſtroyed by Tits Veſpaſian ? their Temples deltroyed, 
defaced, and themſelves led into captivity? what alterations of govern- 
ment did there not happen? what bloodihed , what murthers were 
cherenot perpetrated? how did they embroil their hands in one ano- 
thers bowells, Father again/t che ſon, and ſon againſt the Father , till 
there was none left ? pray God avert thoſe calamities from theſe Na- 
tions, that are nnder the predominancy of theſe ruling Planets ; for 
they preſage (if we may believe Origanxs , and the beſt and moſt 
learned Aftrologers ) molt fad and dire aſpeRts; for it threatens exile, 
captivity, or (laughter of ſome famous King, or =_ Porentate, and 
men in Authority, &c, and great heart-burning between the common 
people and their Magiſtrates and Governours, with loſl: to both: what 
events have blazing ſtars produced formerly ? che death of Kings and 
Princes, great Plagues and Earthquakes ; we have ſcen it plentifully 
fullfili'd in our time, to the great terror and amazement of this King- 
dome, and other Nacions adjacent ; and although there may be a cauſe 
im nature, yet do they (by the will and appointment of Gud) foretell 
ſuch things as are the forerunners of the wiath of God as the ligns in 
the Ayr, which 7o/eph»s mentioneth immediarely betore the dettrution 
of 7erwſalem, and the horrible (igns preceding the day of /u-/gement : 
do but peruſe the Affrologers,int you find the lad «ffs of Comers, &c. 
did not there happen in 1631.4 great Eclipſe of che Sun, and in 45, 
another Lunar Eclipſe, molt of chem hapning m the eighth houſe, 
cermed by Aftretogers, domns mortis, Mars being ( for the molt part ) 
predominant. In ſuch Eclpſes, ſurely if we would obſerve Gods 
threatning hand over us, we might fee kow God forewarns us by his 
inftruments ; nay we may «xpe& military ads of grear and fearfull 
conſequences in moſt parts of Zxrope , which ſhall pruduce tcarfity of 
Doves and bealts, deſtruftiov amongſt men, and the ruine of moſt 
ſtately Fabcicks, and a great deficiency of the fruits of the carth ; that 
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there will be great chings nakdged in the world is molt certain, as to 
the infinite honor and fame of ſome, ſo tothe great prejudice, if not 
conſumption of ſome oth: r people and Nations: Aﬀairs ſhall be ated 
under the notion of Religion, yer not without diſſimulation, and 
that hath been the peſt and bane of all undertakings, when Religion is 
made the ſtalking horſe to all deſigns and purpoſes. Xars his poſition 
isin Tan, 35 his detriment doth teſtifie; and under the banner of 
conſcientious reformation (ſhall the ſword bear ſway , which is and will 
be paramount : if ir ſhould be demanded the time when , I anſwer , as 
thoſe precurrent meſſingers which uſher in (the beginning of theſe ef- 
feAs, we may expect them in /uxe or July this year, according to Hey- 
mesin his 33. Aphori, me, Saturnn quidem tranſeunte ab uno ſigno in alind, 
finnt in clo ſana de natura ignis, Ccoruſcations and fiery apparitions in 
the Ayre: this Conjunions doth denote unto us, that the common 
people in moſt Countreys will uſurp Authority, and ſpurn at their Su- 
periors ; but ſome mitigation doth Jupirey promiſe , that though the 
Sword rule, it ſhall ſeem rather juſtly ro divide, then rayenouſly de- 
ſtroy : good grounds will be pretended, Juſtice as well as revenge in- 
tended in all the quarrels of rhe ſword, and vicifſitudes of things : 
Let me not be miſunderſtood , {ince nothing promiſes any ſupport to 
the tottering time-ſerving Levire : the Farmer (I am certain ) envies 
bis tithes, ard eats his pigs at home ; the generall part of the pretend- 
ed Clergy are ma!e-conlent at the courſe of things, and do not yet ſee 
the over-ruling hand of God, nor will they teach men to aquieſce, 
bur ſullenly tir up diſcontent , pretending religious ſuperlative ends, 

Some begin to be aſhamed of their Scotch Covenant , which bound 
them to promote the honor and Gignity of the King and his Succefſors, 
ſubintelligitiry, *f they could not ſell him for money to promote their 
ONUNn. 

$1 © the Prince regtrtof heaven ) who hath naturally the figni- 
fcation of regality, worid!; pomp and glory, is ecclipſced in the very 
degree of his exaltation, and in the regall houſe of heaven likewiſe. 

* Let thoſe tyrannicall powers of the world , who are limited with a 
wor ultra poſſumns, who now culmirare in their pride and power, expe 
ſo ſure an obſcurarion accompanied wich mutation, as not to be avoid- 
ed : the ſoon (the Lady of the aſcendent) eclipling the Sun in his 
own houſe, exaitation and criplicy: doth not this ſhew and declare, 
chat inferiours, and men of mea quality ſhall uſurp and eclipſe rhe glo-

ry of the great and mighty? Let me not be miſunderſtood, but let this 
be a caveat to all hot {upreams whom this Eclipſe finds with the 
_— Scepters of tyranny in their hands, be they Kings or other- 
wiſe, 

We cannot deny but England is as much, if not morethen any ether 
Nation of Zrope concerned in the cttets of this ſoar Eclipſe. Lord of 
heaven and earth what wilt thou do with us, we are in thy hands as a 
ball to be toſled to and fro : and as the c)ay in che hands of the Potrer , 
thoucanſt break us, and bruiſe us at thy pleature, if thou doſlt rake from 
us thoſe thar ſit at the helm co guide our poor ſhip of the Common- 
wealth, I mean our Members of Parliament , of our Nobles, of our 
Gentry, of ſuch as commanded and governed, and ſuch as have not 
obey'd; but God chou knowelt belt whac 1s firceit for us, and teach us to 
obey thy will, and be content with our Guvyernours ſet over us; for re- 
gall Government is very nigh a period tn all Nations, by the production 
of this Eclipſe a gmandee fails to nothing : many grand Potentates are 
eclipſed, their glory ſhall be taken from th-m, and their honor laid in 
the duſt : the firſt, ſvcond, or third moſt principail or greateſt Prince in 
Emrope (hall dic e're 1654, or { during the cont:nuance of the cffeRs 
of this Eclipſe) ſhall iuffer or be ſenſible of great calamiries, inrodes 
and devaſtations in a moſt miſerable way, or es the loile of all, or the 
greateſt part of his ancient patrimony. 1 much tear, ce re time limited 
for termination of this Eclipſes effects, ry0 many will be ſenlible ef our 
jadgement, for all the evills, the ſword, ledicion famine , peſtilence, 
can do to Europe, may be expeRted from the cfteAs or ris Eclipſe, Oh 
that the Princes of Exrope would learn to be wite from the book of 
the creaturcs, what the will of their God is, before thuvirhouſes be lefe 
deſolate, before deſtrutioncomes as an armed man. Whar Kings and 
Governours are threatned by this Ecliplc, which will be ſo formidable 
to Europe ? 'tis ſo, that all che Princes in Europe are threatned by it, 
yea all choſe of the worid where it is viſiule and angular, together with 
Hogens CMoghens, 1iluſtriſimos, and Tuilado's , I can hardly ſing a qui- 
et eſt to the preſent times, 1 with 1 could, I cannor flatter, neither dare 
I write whatI think. | 

This puts me in mind of that miraculons Eclipſe of the Swn at the 
Paſſion of our Sawconr, which in many remarkable reſpeRts too ſadly a- 
grees With this : For (as to the Poſition of Ternſalew ) {Cancer then af-

he alſo then Riſng with the Horoſcope, and in /quareto both the Lums- 
naries as at Chis time ; the Sun being then in Aries direRly Culminating, 
and the Moon in Libre oppoſing him: A heavy and dreadfull Poſition, 
it threatens the Exile, Captivity, or ſlaughter of ſome famous King or 
Prince, and Men in authority,ec. Hatred, Malice, and all uncharitable- 
nefſe betwixt the Common People and their Aagiftrates or Governors, 
with Detriment, or Ruine to both ; the motion of a great Army, cruell 
Warrcs, much bloodſhed, and peſtilent ſeditions, the ſacking of Cities 


and Towns, Houſe-burnings, Robberies, Thefts, Plundering and Pilla- 


ging, Rapes, D-populations, violent and unexpeRed deaths, corrupti- 
on of the Air, putrefaQion and ſcarcity of Fruits, Abortive Births , A- 
cute Feavers, Famine, the Plague, and a generall Murrain amongſt Car. 
tle; Pyracies, Ship-wrecks, and great fights by Sea as well as by Land, 
diſcontents, murmurings, and inſurreftions, new Governments, new 
Religions, new © uſtoms, new Laws. Ina word , this Eclipſe premon- 
ſtcates a generall madneſle and confuſion to all ſuch Kingdoms, Com- 
mon-wealths, Countries, Cities and Towns as are uuder the diviſion of 
Aries, Libra, ({ancer, andCapricorn, viz, England , Scotland , Frante, 
Germany, Denmark, Holland, Zeland, Suevia, Polonia, Granado, Bur- 
gundia the lower, Macedonia, Aultria, Alſatia, Thracia, Greece, Saxony, 
and divers other Nations, (more particularly) the Cities and Towns of 
Naples, Tetraria, Florence, Padua, Brunſwick, Ligbone, Franckford, Vi- 
enna in Auſtria, Antwerp, Oxford, Brandenburg, Conſtantinople, Tu- 
nis, Venice, Genoa, Piſa, Millain, Vincent;a, Berne,Lubeck, Magdeberge, + 
Wirtenberge, Gotlick, York, S. Andrews, and the Iſlands of Orcades, 
and many more, too large for my limits, | 

The continuance of the efteRs of this Eclipſe, is two years, 25.weeks, 
odd hours, from the 4th, day of AwguF, 1652. untill the 6th. day of 
Tan. Anns Dore. 1954. 

The quality of che events is known from the nature and quality of 
the ſign, in which the place of the Ecliple is , from the place and na- 
ture of the ſign where any ſtartionary ſuperiour Planer is, and from the 
quality of the tign and places of the Planets, that hath moſt dominion 
in the ſiga of the Eclipſe, and the ſign of the Angle preceding the E- 
cl:pſc. 

Mears generally ſignifieth. ar threataeth miſchicf to all in generall , 
which ſhall happen chrovgh extremity of drought; particularly , he 


cauſes much war, quartells and bloudſhed, amonglt men of that life or

kind of profeſſion : therefore IexpeR little peace here, (nor in any 0» 


ther part of the world ( where there is war ) where the Eclipſe ſhall 


extend its influence) by fair means or treaty ; He excites men alſo ro 
many robberies, ſpoiling, ſacking, and inſlaying each other, the wrath of 
Kings and great men, and troubles in generall ro aſ{ manner or kinds of 
men: As alſo ſuddain death, fickneſles, and theſe chiclly, Tertian agues, 
or Feavers, and this ſhall be chiefly incident unto thoſe of y eunger years, 
or in their prime or ſtrength of youth ; there (hall happen much choler 
ind anger amongſt men, and from men of ſma}l repute, the, thall com- 
mit unlawfull things, and tranſgreſſe the Law ; rhece thall allv happen 
many combultions, man-{laughrers, rapincs, thefts and rovdertes, 

His events in the Ayr ſhall be extream heat, and very warm winds, 
lightning and lictle rain, 

In the Sea he (hall cauſe deſtruftion very often to thips, by mixt 
winds, or lightning, or ſach like. 

In Rivers he ſhall cauſe a ſcarcity of waters, and the drought of 
fountains, | 


Andin things sppertaining to the uſe of man , v;z. beaſts and vege- 


tables, he (hall cauſe a ſcarcity, there ſhall be much deſtruftion or want 
of fruit, by rez{on they (ſh311 be ſcorched up with extremity of heat, 
or eaten with Locuſts and Caterpillers, or they thall be deftroyed by 
winds, or nipt in the bud. 

One word more in generall, Be wiſe therefore O ye Kings, be inflrulted 
O ye Indges of the earth ; (erve the Lord with fear, and rejoyce in him with 
trembling : for the Sun being in his ſeat of Majelty, is Eclipſed of his 
lory: therefore O ye Kings and Emperors be ye not puft up with 
high conceits of your dignities and honors, for your Scepters are gone, 
and Democracy takes place : your mighty Hoſts ſhall be conſumed by 
the Sword, 'tis not your Kingdoms nor your high-born blood can pre- 
vent Gods revenging hand that is upon you, therefore repent in time, 
Jeſt his Judgements fall upon We and utterly eradicate you. 

A word to England ; Oh England repent thee of thy fins alſo, leſt 
God take away the floriſhing Goſpell, and remove the golden Candle- 
ftick from among you, and giveit to a more deſerving Nation,
